BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


The  Managers  of  the  Midnight  Mission  herewith  pre¬ 
sent  their  Sixth  Annual  Report  to  their  patrons  and  the 
public.  In  doing  so,  they  acknowledge  their  obligations 
to  those  who  have  practically  sympathized  with  them  in 
seeking  to  raise  and  rescue  the  fallen.  ’  Both  the  love  of 
God  and  the  love  of  man,  religion  and  philanthropy 
urge  us  to  go  on  in  the  good  work  in  which  we  are  en¬ 
gaged.  The  Divine  Redeemer,  whom  we  love  and  serve, 
said,  “  The  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  was  lost.’’  As  the  shepherd  of  Judea  sought,  on 
highland  and  lowland,  the  sheep  which  had  wandered  from 
the  fold,  so  He  who  called  himself  the  Good  Shepherd, 
sought  painfully  and  wearily  to  relieve,  rescue,  comfort, 
sanctify  and  save  men’s  souls.  He  fed  his  flock  like  a 
shepherd ;  He  gathered  the  lambs  with  His  arms  and  car¬ 
ried  them  in  His  bosom.  When  He  found  the  torn  and 
wounded  one  which  had  strayed  from  the  fold  and  pas¬ 
ture,  He  laid  it  on  His  shoulder  and  brought  it  to  the 
shelter  rejoicing. 
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The  Managers  of  the  Midnight  Mission  are  actuated  by 
the  spirit  of  the  Master,  and  would  follow  his  most  blessed 
example.  They  long  to  seek  and  save  the  lost.  They 
would  hold  out  a  helping  hand  to  the  fallen.  Nor  have 
the}^  to  go  far  to  find  the  objects  whom  they  would  bless.’ 
The}^  need  not  roam  over  moor  and  mountain.  They  need 
not  seek  them  in  secluded  dells  and  ravines.  They  have 
only  to  step  out  into  our  city  streets  after  nightfall,  and 
they  will  find  them,  alas !  by  the  hundred.  It  is  said, 
that  in  this  city  there  are  to-day  no  less  than  twelve  thou¬ 
sand  of  these  poor  daughters  of  crime  and  shame.  Oh ! 
that  we  might  reach  these  with  pitying  hearts  and  helping 
hands  I

The  above  recapitulation  does  not  include  many  who 
have  been  afforded  temporary  shelter,  enroute  for  home, 
or  who  have  returned  to  await  a  new  opening  in  which  to 
earn  an  honorable  living. 

With  our  increase  in  population,  the  army  of  lost  grows 
larger  by  its  chief  conscripting  agents — betrayal,  rais- 
education  and  poverty.  It  is  in  this  way  that  the  system 
of  moral  murder  is  kept  up  and  increased.  The  procuress 
is  still  abroad  with  her  insidious  flattery  and  deceitful 
allurements,  impressing  often  those  who  are  weak  from  their 
being  the  creatures  of  circumstances.  The  Country  Home 
Fund,  started  by  the  little  girl  whose  touching  and  sudden 
decease  was  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  and  whose  con¬ 
tribution  was  but  twenty  dollars,  has  now  reached  the 
handsome  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  When  a  suffi¬ 
cient  sum  is  raised  the  Managers  will  proceed  to  secure 
a  suitable  building  for  that  purpose,  where  the  work  can  be 
more  favorably  prosecuted,  both  as  regards  numbers  and 
increased  facilities  for  success.  To  show  that  it  is  re¬ 
quired,  the  Managers  would  state  that  the  Home  as  now 
used  has  remained  full  throughout  the  3^ear,  with  very 
little  effort  to  bring  in  girls.  If  a  country  home,  accom¬ 
modating  twice  the  number  now  in  our  house,  was  secured, 
we  have  no  doubt  that  it  would  be  immediately  filled.  The 
harvest  is  indeed  ripe,  and  with  a  good  sickle  in  the  shape 
of  sufficient  funds,  these  poor  creatures,  cast  out  from  all 
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the  endearments  of  natural  affection,  from  the  peace  and 
protection  of  home,  abandoned  to  the  insults  of  the  brutal 
and  drunken,  the  prey  of  remorse,  want,  disease  and 

premature  deca}^,  might  be  gathered  into  the  Lord’s

garner.  It  has  been  said  that  this  class  cannot  be  re¬ 
formed — they  have  been  called  the  lost  ones — but  we 
could,  if  it  were  proper,  point  with  pride  to  many  former 
inmates  of  our  Home  who  have  been  leading  virtuous 
lives  and  doing  their  Master’s  will  for  years,  and  who  date 
the  change  in  their  lives  from  the  time  when  they  entered 
our  Home,  the  shelter  of  which  enabled  them  to  regain 
their  self-respect  and  confidence,  through  Christian  gui¬ 
dance.  Many  of  them  having  been  driven  from  home  for 
one  wrong  action,  seek  for  a  kind  word,  and  hearing  none 
except  from  the  procuress,  who  is  ever  on  the  alert  for  new 
victims,  their  condition  appeals  powerfully  to  the  gener¬ 
osity  of  our  friends.  Much  of  this  work  has  been  satis¬ 
factorily  done.  There  is  still  room  for  additional 
workers  and  increased  resources  in  this  gratifying  and 
blessed  department  of  our  Lord’s  vineyard.  All  the  for¬ 
mer  argument  in  regard  to  the  country  home  still  holds 
good. 

INCIHEXTS  m  OUR  WORK. 

Three  of  the  inmates  of  our  Institution  have  during  the 
past  year  married  respectabl}^,  and  are  living  happy  do¬ 
mestic  lives. 

A  poor  feeble  minded  orphan  girl,  19  years  of  age, 
was  admitted  to  our  Home,  having  the  following  history: 
She  had  been  induced  to  come  to  the  city  for  the  ostensible 
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purpose  of  living  out  as  a  domestic;  she  resisted  the 
efforts  made  to  induce  her  to  do  wrong  for  six  months, 
falling  after  that  more  through  fear  than  inclination.  At 
one  time  she  ran  away  from  the  house  where  she  had  been 
engaged,  but  was  captured  by  her  enemie  sand  taken  back, 
and  retained  by  threats.  She  was  only  able  to  escape 
finally  through  the  breaking  up  of  the  nefarious  establish¬ 
ment.  Another  girl,  aged  19,  whose  mother  had  been 
long  dead,  and  her  father  being  a  drunkard,  had  hoarded 
for  five  months,  and  came  into  the  Mission  expressing  a 
desire  to  abandon  a  life  that  had  become  so  distasteful  to 
her. 

The  following  letters  are  selected  as  samples  of  a  num¬ 
ber  which  have  been  received  by  the  Managers  during  the 
year,  from  former  inmates. 

Dear  Mrs, - 

I  beg  to  be  excused  for  not  answering  your  kind 
letter  sooner.  I  have  been  so  much  worried  about  my 

friend  Mary - ,  that  I  wished  her  to  be  settled  in  a 

place  away  from  temptation,  where  she  would  have  kind 
friends  to  care  for  her.  Now  that  1  have  been  to  see  her, 
and  know  that  she  is  in  the  Mission,  I  am  satisfied. 

Dear  Mrs. - how  good  it  was  of  you  to  remember 

me  all  these  past  years.  No  wonder  I  found  no  peace  in 
sinning,  and  my  conscience  would  give  me  no  rest ;  and  to 
just  think  that  you  prayed  for  me  when  I  thought  I  had 
not  a  friend  in  the  world,  because  I  did  not  expect  to  have 

friends  ever  again,  and  more  especiall}^  you,  Mrs. - 

who  I  so  shamefully  treated.  Therefore,  when  my  sister 
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told  me  that  Mrs. - was  coming  to  see  me,  I  was  sur¬ 

prised  and  angiy  at  my  sister  for  writing  to  her.  I  first 
felt  very  wicked  about  it ;  I  felt  that  there  was  no  use  for 
anybody  to  talk  to  me  any  more  ;  I  was  doomed,  and  I  had 

nothing  to  say.  Well,  when  Mrs. — - came  I  felt  very 

defiant,  expecting  she  would  ask  me  questions  about  the 
past  that  I  would  not  like  to  have  answered.  But  the 
dear,  good  soul  never  said  a  word.  She  seemed  to  under¬ 
stand  my  case,  for  she  went  to  work  right  off  and  showed 
me  exactly  where  I  stood.  I  shall  never  forget  her  first 
words  of  hope  :  “  Blessed  are  they  which  hunger  and 
thirst  after  righteousness,  for  they  shall  be  filled,’^  and 
God  knows  how  I  have  thirsted.  Now  the  Lord  promised 
they  should  be  filled,  and  I  believed  it ;  it  was  as  plain  as 
day  to  me,  there  was  no  more  room  for  doubt.  How  can  I 
doubt  that  Jesus  is  not  mv  friend.  Have  I  not  have  had 
plenty  of  proof  ?  Me,  the  most  guilty  of  all  his  creatures, 
would  he  still  seek  me  out  through  his  servants,  would  he 
put  it  in  your  hearts  to  pray  for  me  and  be  kind  to  me  if 
he  did  not  care  for  me  ?  Oh,  no !  dear  Lord,  I  dare  not, 
cannot  doubt  any  more.  His  boundless  mercy  surprises  me. 
If  it  is  the  will  of  my  Heavenly  Father  that  I  should  get  • 

better,  dear  Mrs. - ,  I  wish  to  work  for  Jesus.  Yes? 

every  moment  of  my  life  I  would  devote  to  His  dear  ser¬ 
vice,  and  if  I  die,  I  know  he  will  carry  me  through.  Is 
it  not  glorious  ?  Dear  lady  I  could  talk  all  day  to  you 
about  this,  but  I  have  two  more  letters  to  write.  Good¬ 
bye,  and  God  bless  you. 
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My  Dear  Mrs, - 

Please  excuse  my  delay  in  writing,  for  it  is  for  want 
of  time.  I  am  so  busy  working  that  I  do  not  get  through 
my  work  till  eight  o’clock.  Then  I  am  so  tired  that  I  go 
to  my  room,  sit  down,  read  my  Bible,  and  the  Pathway  of 
Safety,  which  work  I  am  very  thankful  to  Mrs.  G.  for ; 
then  say  my  prayers,  always  thinking  of  my  kind  friends 
and  the  Mission  when  I  pray;  and  let  me  say  that  if  the 
ladies  knew  how  much  good  they  were  doing,  and  how  God 
does  and  will  bless  their  work,  they  would  never  think  of 
getting  discouraged. 

Then  if  the  seed  be  sown  in  good  ground,  it  will  bring 
forth  abundantly;  for  the  Saviour  will  water  it  with  the 
dews  of  Ilis  Holy  Spirit,  and  many  a  poor  one,  cast 
off  by  the  world,  will  find  rest  at  the  feet  of  the  Magda¬ 
lene’s  Saviour;  for  He  is  Our  Saviour,  for  He  came  to 
seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost. 

Mrs. - it  is  a  grand  and  glorious  work  you  are  in, 

let  me  tell  3^011.  You  don’t  know  what  it  is  to  be  lost  as 
we  have  been.  You  ma}^  have  owed  thirty  pounds,  but  we 
have  owed  one  hundred,  and  Jesus  paid  it  all. 

•  There  are  many  trials  in  the  pathwa}^  of  such  as  we  are 
when  we  endeavor,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  do  right,  the 
cold  sneer  of  the  world,  and  worse  than  all,  the  doubts 
of  Christian  friends.  But  let  that  soul  press  on,  keep 
looking  unto  Him  wdio  is  willing  to  forgive  if  they  fall, 
and  will  listen  to  our  cries,  and  will  stoop  down  and  raise 
us  up. 

Hear  Mrs. - the  Saviour  will  give  3- on  a  bright  and 

beautiful  crown  for  the  efforts  3*011  have  made  in  trying  to 
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bring  some  lost  ones  to  seek  Jesus.  God  bless  them  for 
their  kind  words  to  me ;  for  kind  words  never  die. 

MEETINGS. 

During  the  j^ear  the  Thursday  night  meetings  have  been 
regularly  held  with  the  inmates  and  any  others  who  wished 
to  join. 

The  Sunday  service  of  prayer  and  instruction  have  been 
satisfactorily  continued. 

Ministers  who  are  willing  to  oflSciate  at  any  of  the 
Thursday  night  meetings,  would  be  gladly  accepted,  and 
such  are  cordially  invited  to  assist  us  from  time  to  time. 

Our  thanks  are  tendered  to  our  very  efficient  Matron, 
Mrs.  Phoebe  Brooks,  for  her  ‘motherly  care  of  the  house¬ 
hold  thus  placed  under  her'charge ;  also  to  the  friends  who 
conducted  the  Bible  Class  and  Services  on  Thursdays  and 
Sundays.  Likewise  to  Miss  Miller,  for  taking  charge  of 
the  Bible  Class  during  the  absence  of  the  teacher,  and  to 
the  Rev.  C.  G.  Currie,  for  his  admirable  sermon  at  our 
last  Anniversary.

THE  MIDNIGHT  MISSION 
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EY-LAWS,  EULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


MEMBERSHIP 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  January;  but  vacancies  maybe 
filled  at  any  time  by  the  Board. 

OFFICERS. 

A  President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Managers  after  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January.  In  case 
of  death  or  resignation,  their  places  may  be  filled  at  any  regu¬ 
lar  meeting  of  the  Board,  one  month’s  notice  having  been  pre¬ 
viously  given. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  President  shall  have  charge  of  all  meetings  of  the  Mana¬ 
gers.  In  case  of  his  absence,  a  temporary  chairman  shall  be 
appointed. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  accurate  minutes  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Association  ;  shall  give  notice  to  all  Managers  of  all  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board  ;  shall  notify  all  members  of  committees  of 
their  appointments,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  usu¬ 
ally  requisite  to  such  office. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  moneys  belonging  to 
the  Association,  and  shall  disburse  them  in  accordance  with  the 
By-Laws.  He  shall  present  at  each  meeting  all  bills  paid  by  him 
during  the  previous  month,  and  render  a  report  of  the  condition 
of  the  Treasury. 

MEETINGS. 

Meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month, 
except  July  and  August,  five  members  constituting  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Special  Meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary  at  the  request 
of  two  members.

COMMITTEES.  ‘ 

At  the  first  meeting  in  January,  the  President  shall  appoint 
the  following  Standing  Committees  :  Admission  and  Dismission, 
Midnight  Meetings,  Finance,  Household,  Clothing,  each  of ' 
which  shall  consist  of  three  members. 

DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Admission  and  Dismission. — They  shall  have  the  entire  con¬ 
trol  of  the  admission  and  dismission  of  every  inmate. 

Meetings. — They  shall  have  charge  of  the  Thursday  and 
Sunday  e’^ening  meetings,  and  of  such  other  meetings  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  Board. 

Finance. — This  Committee  shall  supervise  the  raising  of 
money,  and  have  charge  of  the  investments  of  all  funds  in  con¬ 
nection  .with  the  Treasurer,  and  its  chairman  shall  countersign  f 
all  bills  before  payment. 

Household. — This  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  the 
inner  workings  of  the  House,  excepting  the  duties  assigned  to 
the  Committee  of  Admission  and  Dismission,  and  Clothing. 

Clothing. — This  Committee  shall  provide  proper  clothing  - 
and  bedding  for  the  House. 

The  Board  shall  elect  such  subordiiiate  officers  of  the  Houses 
as  shall  be  required. 

AMENDMENTS.
